A Destrective Engine. 

An intetesting invention is now occupy- 
ing the attention of scientific men and 
officers of the army. li is what is called 
the Flume Torpedo, invented, or rather 
greatly improved, by Mr. Whitehead, an 
English Engineer. The first suggestion 
ef the discovery is said to have been de- 
rived from the peculiar mechanism and 
functions of the “swimming bladder” in 
the fish, by which the animal is enabled 
to ascend ‘or descend in the water. 
Great superiority is claimed for this ma- 
chine over all other torpedoes now in use. 
It is a projectile, which can be directed 
with unerring accuracy against an object 
at a distance ofseveral hundred yards, and 
can also be projected at any required 
depth beneath the water. Its ex- 
plosive power is such as to place the 
strongest iron clads at its mercy as well as 
any wooden ship,@nd its direction can be 
made to curve or zigzag at will, so that it 
may be used m close proximity to friendly 
vessels. The machine has been tested by 
the United States forpedo Brigade, with 
the most satisfactory results, and it prom- 
ises to be quite an addition to the destruc- 
tive sciences.
